Leading to Pact 


With Lord Irwin

NEW DELHI, India, March 5.—

served notice anew on Britain that 
complete independence is the goal 
India. . 
“That is the birthright of India 
as it is of every nation worthy of 
the name,” he said. “If the all-India 
congress has shown a readiness to 
participate in the seeond round table 
conference, it. is because it seeks to 
make federation an Indian responsi- 
bility, with such safeguards and 
reservations as will promote the real 
growth of ‘the country along politi- 
cal, social, economic and moral lines. 

“If the congress succeeds in mak- 
ing its position acceptable to the 
conference

Stanley Baldwin, conservative lead- 
er, however, refrained from further 
comment, but asked that the govern- 
ment grant the house the opportunity 
to debate the agreement at the soon- 
es opportunity. 

The terms of the agreement, issued 
by the India office, is a statement 
fire Lord Irwin, viceroy of India, 
comprised 21 points. It was signifi- 
cantly stressed that the government's 
withdrawal of the ordinances against 
the nationalists’ activities, such as 
boycotts and picketing, are not to be 
effective until the Indians see to it 
that the civil disobedience campaign 
is effectively discontinued. 

Furthermore, on the salt tax ques- 
tion—vital to the Indian nationalists, 
who demanded the right to manufac- 
ture and sell salt—it was clearly ex- 
plained that the government is not 
able to condone breaches of the origi- 
nal salt law, and owing to “financial 
conditions,” it is unable to modify 
that act, which creates a government 
monopoly in India. 

The compromise is found in the 
clause, however, that for “the sake 
of relief of the poor” the govern- 
ment will permit the inhabitants along 
the seashores to collect and sell salt 
in restricted districts. q 

The amnesty provisions also list a 
number of exceptions, including sol- 
diers and police jailed during the 
campaign for joining the movement 
last spring and summer. Exceptions 
were noted to the agreement to re- 
turn confiscated property to political 
prisoners. 


NEW PEACE GOES 
INTO EFFECT IN INDIA 

NEW .DELHI, India, March 5. 
(UP)—The new peace in India went 
into effect today when the national- 
ist all-India congress dispatched tele- 
grams to its branches throughout the 
cou..try ordering them to call an im- 
mediate truce in the civil disobedi- 
ence campaign. 

Lord Irwin, the viceroy, reciprocat- 
ed by announcing that the India govr- 
ernment planned to order the release 
of some 25,000 political prisoners, 
followers of the Mahatma M. K, 
Gandhi, independence leader. The or- 
der will be issued tomorrow. 

The viceroy further declared that 
the ordinances regarding restrictions 
on the press and instigation and hold- 
ing of unlawful association would be 
withdrawn. 

The congress ordered discontinu- 
ance of the campaign against pay- 
ments of the taxes. 

These moves on both sides were in 
accordance with the agreement reach- 
ed between Lord Irwin and Gandhi 
earlier this week, and approved by 
the government and the all-India | 
congress. 

Nevertheless, the provisional na- 
ture of the accord was stressed. The | 
circular telegram dispatched by the 
congress leaders referred to it as the | 
“provisional accord,” and there was | 
no doubt but that the termination of | 
the campaign led by Gandhi, was | 
looked upon by the nationalis§s as 
purely a compromise born of present | 
exigencies, 

Gandhi himself declared to native 
and foreign correspondents that while 
the settlement would give “irresistible | 
prestige’ to the congress, the efforts 
so far were far from their goal. 

Gandhi paid tribute to Lord Irwin, | 
for his “patience and frankness,” but 
in the same breath declared that the 
recent India round table conference in 
London had not carried India half 
way to its goal of independence. He 
appealed to the Indian princes, the 
nationalists and the radical anarchists 
all to unite in a common accord to! 
permit him to attain that goal witb- | 
out violence, An atmosphere far from 
complete optimism, hence, prevailed in | 
New Delhi, despite the general sig- 
nificance of the move. 

The congress committee's telegram 
called on all other sectional commit- 
tees to “act immediately and in ac- | 
cordance’ with the Irwin-Gandhi ac- 
cord, stressing that the “strict ful-| 
filment of our obligations is essential | 
for the advance of India toward 
swaraj (independence). | 

The boycotts on everything except | 
liquor and foreign cloth were can- 
celled. The India government agreed | 
to permit picketing under certain con- 
ditions, | 

The all-India congress will partici- 
pate in the proposed second India | 
round table conference as a result of 
the accord, and the headquarters was 
busy this evening with plans for the. 
program to be followed. 

The majority of the congress execu- 
tives departed, however, during the 
day. 

Gandhi and Mrs. Sarojini Naidu, 
influential woman poet and national- | 
ist leader, remained to tackle the 
irritating Hindu-Moslem discord, | 
which presents one of the major prob- | 
lems now among the peoples of India | 
in their effort to present a united | 
front in the continuance of their 
move toward a responsible govern- | 
ment and ultimate independence.

CLOSE, EXCITING. 


It was a close and frequently ex- | 


citing battle between the game Irisi- 
man and the black-haired giant from 
Italy. There were no knockdowns, 
although Jimmy was wrestled to the 
floor once by his ponderous foe, and 
Carnera himself went to his knees on 
another occasion on losing his balance, 
backing away from a punch. 

Ringside critics were somewhat at 
variance in their conclusions, even 
thouzh there was no mistaking the 
crowd's sympathy. Most of the ex- 
perts, crediting Maloney with a 
stronger and more effective finish, ap- 
parently believed the worst Jimmy 
could have received was a draw. 

The Associated Press score sheet 
gave Maloney five rounds, Carnera 
three and two even, Jimmy was 
credited with the fifth, sixth, seventh, 
ninth and tenth, Carnera with the 
first three. The fourth and cighth 
—_—« even. From the same side 
of the ring, Ben Davis, veteran mem- 
ber of the Miami boxing commission’s 
staff of judges, unofficially scored five 
rounds for Maloney, four for Carnera 
and one even. 

PRIMO PUNISHED. 


Carnera took considerable punish- 
ment in the region of his damaged 
side but it was not necessary at any 
stage of the bout to administer medi- 
eal aid to the 273-pound ‘ant in his 
corner. The Italian winced frequent- 
ly under Maloney’s body punching but 
did not appear badly hurt at any time. 
He was fast and blocked well but he 
missed three or four punches for every 
one he fired in the direction of his 
elusive rival. 

Carnera after an impressive start, 
in which he staggered Maloney sev- 
eral times with wallops to the head, 
lost some of his aggressiveness as well 
as most of his punching aim. 

From the fifth round to the finish, 
with the exception of a few spurts, 
Carnera was  outboxed, outsmarted 
and frequently outpunched by his 
much smaller foe, 

Maloney’s best round was the sevy- 
enth, in which he forced the fighting, 
pushed the big fellow off balance with 
lefts to the head and dug both hands 
to the sensitive right side of his oppo- 
nent. Carnera was bewildered trying 
to pin Maloney down to any hand-to- 
hand battling in one spot. 

Blows Not Hard.

One reason for the shortage in quail this year is given as 
the drouth.

Another idea is that the greatly increased number of 
foxes in the land resulted in a slaughter of the innocents. 
Many hunters testify to finding traces of the depredations 
of Sir Reynard everywhere. : 
Another theory is that birds have died by poison. They have 

eaten of the stuff used to spray cotton to combat the boll weevil. 
Many dead birds*have been found with no shot wounds on them. 

And another alarming idea is that the birds have mi- 
grated to some unknown land; that they simply have 
deserted their old haunts-for some vague reason. , 
Perhaps it is a combination of all these causes. Anyhow 

birds have been hard to find. A hunter told me that on a well- 
guarded game preserve of some 5,000 acres, not far from At- 
lanta, where usually one can walk up six or eight coveys in an 
afternoon stroll, he was unable to locate a single covey after a 
day behind two fine dogs. 

Another hunter said that on a preserve in south 
Georgia, where one could find 10 or 15 coveys in a day, 
he had been able to locate but two after a long hunt. 
Depredations of game hogs and trappers could not have re- 

duced the number of coveys in Georgia to such an extent as 
hunting reports have indicated. It is a matter for alarm and 
investigation. The state game and fish warden is making a 
thorough probe of conditions.

BIG 10 FIGHTS 
FOR CONTROL 
OF ATHLETICS 


Battles Association Which. 
Dominates College 
Prep Sport. 


By Charles Dunkley. 


CHICAGO, March 5.—(?)—Battle 
lines were being drawn in the west- 
ern conference today for a fight to 
the finish with the North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools over the issue of athletic con- 
trol in the Big Ten. 

The issue flamed to a_ breaking 
point yesterday when Walter Dill 
Scott, president of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, issued a call for the presi- 
dents of all the Big Ten universities, 
together with directors of athletics 
and faculty representatives, to mect 
in Chicago, within two weeks, to con- 
sider the Western conference relation 
to the North Central in regard ito 
athletic control. This committee will 
number 31, including Major John L. 
Griffith, commissioner of athletics in 
the Big Ten. 

The North Central Association, an 
organization in which practically 
every college and university between 
the Alleghenies and Rocky Mountains 
is a member, was organized to bring 
about uniformity in scholastic stand- 
ards that affected transfer of credits 
of students migrating from one school 
to another. 

OTHER POWERS. 

Recently, however, the North Cen- 
tral assumed other powers, one of 
which was a ruling that universities 
should not sponsor any interscholastic 
track meets or basketball tourna- 
ments. Because of this, Amos Alonzo 
Stagg was forced to give up the na- 
tional interscholastie basketball 
tournament conducted by the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, which, in former 
years, had attracted teams from ul- 
most every state in the Union. 

Then the North Central began ath- 
letic investigation of five Big Ten 
universities—Chicago, Minnesota, IIli- 
nois, Ohio State and Northwestern. 
President Scott, of Northwestern, 
learning of the visit of the paid iz- 
vestigators of the North Central As- 
sociation, called the meeting. 

Whether the . interference of the 
North Central in the Big Ten affairs 
will cause a rupture between the ‘two 
orranizations which might result in 
the Big Ten withdrawal from the 
North Central group, cannot be de- 
termined until the conference commit- 
tee of 31 meets to decide on its pol- 


icy. 
INCONSISTENT. 

Major Griffith pointed out today 
that the North Central Association, 
in atte pting to supersede the au- 
thority of the Western conference in 
its internal athletic problems, was in- 
consistent. 

“The situation must be settled at 
the meeting of university presidents,” 
Major Griffith said. “The Western 
conference is stronger today than ever. 
but in my judgment, if eligibility is- 
sues and questions of intercollegiate 
relationship which in the past have 
been handled by the conference are 
to be passed upon by another group 
the Western conference will have sur- 
rendered its sovereignty to the North 
Central Association.” 

Professor O. F. Long, faculty rep- 
resentative at Northwestern, said 
there can be no middle ground in the 
conflict between the conference and 
the North Central, Either the Lig 
Ten must surrender its control of 
athletics, or fight to retain the po- 
sition it has held since the confer- 
ence was organized 33 years ago.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 5.— 
(P\—Judge Rivers H. Buford was 
elected chief justice of the Florida su- 
preme court today to replace Judge 
Louis W. Strum, resigned. 

The members of the supreme court 
did not reorganize the two divisions 
today but decided to wait until the 
new justice, Fred H. Davis, moves to 
the court bench from the office of 
attorney-general. 

Davis was appointed Tuesday by 
Governor Carlton to fill the vacancy 
lefeé by the resignation of Chief Jus- 
tice Strum. Judge Strum accepted the 
federal judgeship for the southern dis- 
trict of Florida. 

The new chief justice was born in 
Pulaski, Tenn., in 1878. His parents 
moved to Calhoun county, Florida, 
and he was educated in the public 
schools there. Before taking up the 
study of law in the offices of the late 
Fred T. Myers, of Tallahassee, Judge 
juford worked as a laborer in log 
camps along the Apalachicola river. 

He was admitted to the state bar 
in 1900 and practiced law in several 
sections of west Florida. He has been 
a member of the state house of repre- 
sentatives, a state’s attorney, attorney- 
general of Florida from 1921 to 1925 
and a member of the supreme court 


‘since 1925. 


His term of office will expire in 
1933 and he will be chief justice un-
